the residents of the district at ? spe 
eial election held for that purpose. 
The bids must be submitted on or 
before August 24, at which time they 
will be opened for the awarding of 
the several different contracts for 
the construction of the roadways enu­ 
merated. 
The commissioners, following their 
regular business s e s i ó n .

automobile trip over the roadway* it 
is proposed to improve, and in many 
places found hedges left uncut, and 
also a growth of weeds and brush 
about the fences.

Usually the thought 
j in connectiou with this word is that of 
a person having died and then appear­ 
ing in some shadowy, visionary form 
to haunt remote and dismal places on 
the earth. The original word should 
have been rendered by the transía tors, 
epirit. The proper thought is this: that | 
the spirit of God, His holy power or in- j 
fluetice, is used to enlighten the Lord’s 
l**ople, and to perform all of the gra­ 
cious purposes of the Lord. The Scrip­ 
tures speak of the spirit of God as the 
spirit of love; the spirit of kindness; 
the spirit of meekness; the spirit of 
wisdom, and the spirit of the truth. 
These are not so many different per­ 
sons, but ail apply to the one holy 
spirit, power, or influence of tlie Lord. 
The Lord J**sus wras not filled with a 
person. In the text quoted, but with 
God’s holy influence, and it was by this 
same holy power that He was led into 
the wilderness. It is the same Greek 
word pneumn that is translated “ghost 
and “spirit” in the text.

rebuffed. 
Persons in daily association with

believe the Mis­ 
sourian privately 
or 
publicly
